FCC DECLARES COMMUNICA- 
TIONS EMERGENCY 


rom ARRL Headquarters Newington 
CT November 10, 1998 To all radio 
amateurs. 
Hams not involved in handling emergency 
traffic must keep away from 14.265 MHz 
under an FCC mandatory communications 
emergency. The communications emer- 
gency was declared to support the Hondu- 
ras disaster relief effort. 
Under the order, amateurs are required to 
refrain from using 14.265 MHz (plus or 
minus 3 kHz) unless they are taking part 
in the handling of emergency traffic. 
The order, issued November 10 by Deputy 
Chief Arland K. Van Doorn of the FCC 
Compliance and Information Bureau, re- 
mains in effect until rescinded. 


PHASE 3D SATELLITE TO UNDERGO TESTING 


RRL Headquarters Newington, CT 

October 16, 1998 To all radio ama 

teurs. 
Amateur Radio’s Phase 3D spacecraft will 
undergo pre-launch testing this month to 
analyze the satellite’s ability to withstand 
the harsh environment of space. Thermal- 
vacuum testing is set to begin October 20 
at Orbital Sciences Corporation in 
Germantown, Maryland. 
The spacecraft was transported by truck 
from the Phase 3D Integration Lab in Or- 
lando. AMSAT-NA Executive Vice Presi- 
dent Keith Baker, KBISF, says the satel- 
lite will be placed in a large chamber for 
the thermal-vacuum test, and most of the 
air will be removed. ‘’Then the tempera- 
ture will be cycled up and down to simu- 
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late the harsh heating and cooling environ- 
ment that the satellite is expected to en- 
counter while in space,” he said. A com- 
plete thermal cycle runs about 36 hours. 
The Phase 3D satellite will endure five 
cycles. 

Barring unforeseen problems with the ther- 
mal-vacuum test, Baker said, the satellite 
now is slated to undergo vibration testing 
to simulate the launcher environment ei- 
ther late this year or early next year. 
While the satellite was in town, Maryland- 
DC AMSAT Coordinator Pat Kilroy, 
WD8LAQ, has been arranging opportuni- 
ties for AMSAT members and supporters 
to view the spacecraft before it enters the 
test chamber.

any of you in Montgomery County and M.A.R.C. already know me. I 
recently had the pleasure of meeting many others at the Phil-Mont A.P.R.S. 
meeting at the Franklin Institute. 

For the past 13 years, I have organized a successful clothing drive for the homeless 
of Philadelphia. We pick one or two nights each year, drive into Center City Philadel- 
phia, find homeless individuals, and then hand out the articles they need most (jack- 
ets, hats, gloves, blankets, shoes, socks, etc.). We specifically target those who do not, 
or cannot make it to the shelters. Their misfortune has no boundaries, and we’ve seen it 
affect all ages, sexes, races and religious backgrounds. The amount of clothing we dis- 
tribute is significant, and has certainly played a role in limiting weather related trag- 
edies, and deaths in Philadelphia. 

While our effort has been successful, it has, at times been less than efficient. I 
have seen just how much good Amateur Radio can be as an organized family of 
operators. I would now like to expand that application, one step further. In a 
manner which requires very little time, and absolutely no money. 

So how can the Amateur Radio community help? Here’s how. 

Our dilemma involves coordinating supply with demand. One team of volunteers 
may have what the other team needs. Team #1 desperately needs mens shoes and socks 
at Chestnut and Broad, while Team #2 has them, but doesn’t know they are even 
needed, much less, at which intersection. Cellulars just don’t work in this situation. 
Can you guess what does? How about a volunteer operator with an HT in each car, and 
of course, a local repeater. Can you help? 

Just think what a difference “radio-dispatched goodwill” could make to 

this project. We will gladly provide the coffee and a selection of pastries. Not to 
mention the ultimate satisfaction of knowing how much good has been done. The 
Philadelphia Police Dept., Salvation Army, Project Blue and others have all been very 
helpful in telling us where to look. We have also learned through 13 years experi- 
ence. I am now hoping for some support from within the Amateur Radio community, for 
this one or two night project in early December. 

Please let me know if you can participate, and to what extent. We desperately need 
some HT operators willing to come along for the drive. Safety is never compromised, 
and the results are immediate and life-sustaining.
